Mr. F. L. Edwards will this sea¬ 
son cut and buy quite an amount 
of long lumber which will be manu 
factured in town. He will also 
handle some 3000 or 4000 cords of 
pulp wood, although his output of 
pulp timber will be smaller than 
usual. Much of the timber handled 
by Mr. Edwards is cut from timber- 
lands of his own of which he has a 
large^ acreage including tracts in 
Bethel, Albany, Greenwood and else¬ 
where. 

Mr. T. B. Burk has begun to haul 
cord wood from his wood and 
timberlands to the village where he 
supplies large numbers with wood 
each year. Mr. Burk now has some 
300 cords cut and piled in the woods 
'ready to deliver and intends to com¬ 
plete its hauling in a lew weeks. Be¬ 
sides this wood he will cutconsider- 
able pulp wood, birch and long 
lumber during the present winter. 
Much dry wood is now being deliver¬ 
ed in the village for present use* 
The season has been said by all 
lumbermen to have been one of the 
best for woodsmen and operators, 
as teams and men can go anywhere 
ill the woods and all roads are in 
the best of condition for hauling. 
It looks now as though the operators 
would have a most successful sea¬ 
son. 

Mr. L. W, Bartlett has taken a 
contract of Mr. G. IR, Wiley to cut 
and haul all the pulp wood and pine 
timber standing on •the old Aaron 
Gross farm near J. P, Skillings’ spool 
mill, The pulp will be delivered on 
the Androscoggin river and the pine 
at the milt of the Bethel Manufac¬ 
turing Co, F, L, Edwards buys the 
timber. Mr, Bartlett who now oc¬ 
cupies the farm will begin work at 
once and get the timber off during 
the present whiter.

ster, $2161; Wiscassett, $2835, 

The different kinds of liquor sold 
in each community are showr- in the 
report, and it appears that 2258 gal¬ 
lons of whiskey was part of the con¬ 
signment to Portland and 1722 of 
whiskey to Lewiston, while Auburn 
had but 491 gallons of whiskey and 
Bangor but 145 gallons.

SHE WILL KEEP THE FLAG. 


Kansas Woman Who Has Confed¬ 
erate Colors Captured by Her 
Brother in ’63. 


Mrs. J. H. Faris, Smith Center, Kan., 
has a confederate flag captured by her 
brother, Ira B. Whitney, company B. One 
Hundred and Twenty-seventh Illinois, at 
Arkansaw Post, in January, 1863. The 
flag is made out of very heavy and very 
fine silk, and is about five feet by ten in 
size. It is surrounded by white silk i 
fringe, the cord is of silk, and the tas- 
sels are composed of unbroken silk floss, 
or knitting silk, of many different colors 
The field is of blue about three feet wide, 
and extending entirely across the staff 
end of the flag. In the center of the 
field is a single large white star, above 
which are the letter “A. .R.” (supposesd 
to represent "Austin Rifles’’), and below 
the Latin words "Semper Fidelis” (al¬ 
ways faithful). The balance of the flag 
is composed of two breadths of silk, 
white above and pink below. The flag 
has several bullet holes through it, and 
is stained with blood in several places. 

Mrs. Faris had two brothers in this 
company. IraB. and John Whitney, both 
of whom were afterward killed or mor¬ 
tally wounded on the field of battle.
